Dr.  Becker  first  entered 
Concordia's  doors  in  1959  as  a 
student.  By  the  time  he 
graduated  he  was  involved  in  the 
Pillars  as  editor,  the  Spectator, 
Concordia  Players  (the 
forerunner  of  A.C.T.),  Alpha 
Sigma  Phi  (a  honorary  athletic 
social  organization),  the  tennis 
team  as  manager,  and  student 
activities.  He  left  after  graduation 
to  study  for  his  Master's  degree 
and  Doctorate  at  Northwestern 
University.  He  returned  as  a 
faculty  member  in  1966,  and 
faithfully  served  as  a  Professor  of 

Sociology  and  the  Assistant  Provost  for  Research  and  Evaluation. 
Students  fondly  recall  his  humor  and  love  for  what  he  taught.  His 
faith  shone  forth  in  all  that  he  did,  and  he  will  be  sorely  missed. 
Dr.  Becker  is  survived  by  his  wife  Elizabeth  and  his  son  Pete,  who 
both  work  here  at  Concordia,  his  daughter  Mary,  and  five 
grandchildren. 

Dr.  Becker  embodied  the  motto  of  the  Concordia  Teacher: 
Competent,  Caring,  and  Serving. 
Well  Done,  Good  and  Faithful  Servant.

Two  men  meet.  They  embrace,  as  they  are  old  friends.  Then 
they  wait.  As  they  wait,  they  converse  with  each  other  and  with 
people  passing  by.  But  they  do  not  leave.  For  they  must  wait 
for  Godot.  He  has  promised  to  come,  and  so  they  wait.  When  the 
day  ends,  and  Godot  sends  a  message  that  he  could  not  make  it, 
they  separate  for  the  night,  and  then  meet  the  next  day  again,  to  wait 
for  Godot. 

Does  this  sound  absurd  to  you?  Good!  Waiting  for  Godot  is  consid- 
ered one  of  the  best  written  absurdist  theater  plays.  It  was  first  per- 
formed in  1953  by  Samuel  Beckett.  Most  people  don't  really  know 
what  the  theater  of  the  absurd  is.  That's  probably  because  the 
phrase  wasn't  coined  until  1961,  and  most  writers  who  were  lumped 
into  Absurdist  theater  did  not  want  to  be  placed  in  any  group.  Usually 
the  plays  are  about  the  futility  of  humanity,  and  how  nothing  really  has 
a  purpose.  Reflecting  that,  the  writers  of  these  plays  do  not  seem  to 
really  have  a  meaning,  but  rather  their  entire  play  is  meant  as  a 
metaphor,  to  be  looked  at  as  the  entire  picture.  You  don't  under- 
stand? Well,  just  wait,  it'll  come  to  you.  Are  you  waiting?

Tragically,  he  is  infected  with  HIV  during  one  of  those  transfusions.  The  play  was  written  b| 
Benjamin's  father,  David  Saar,  as  what  he  feels  was  going  on  in  Benjamin's  mind.  The  pla> 
is  about  how  he  positively  deals  with  his  affliction  through  his  pictures  and  how  he  interacts 
with  many  of  the  people  he  encounters  in  everyday  life:  his  mom  and  dad,  Eddie  (his  best 
friend),  Joy  (the  child  specialist  at  the  children's  hospital),  and  many  other  doctors.  Ben- 
jamin died  when  he  was  just  ten  years  old.  Although  the  play  has  a  very  sad  ending,  it  isn' 
meant  to  be  that  way.  Rather  it  is  an  affirmation  of  a  child's  life  and  his  love  for  that  life. 
Chris  Giebel,  who  played  Eddie  said  that,  "it  was  a  lot  of  fun.  We  had  a  great  cast  and 
working  with  Rachel  Jamieson  was  a  great  experience.  I  wish  all  people  could  see  things 
the  way  that  Benjamin  did  and  were  as  positive  through  all  the  troubles  that  can  plague 
one's  life."
